Nevartlulosg, 
Frensh or other vossola and Anoamoge junks 
vad boats, whether raaning on a regular lingo 
not, may. obtain from tha French vessels of war 
keeping the blockade permission to pasa, pra 
vided they carry only lawfat morchabdiso,? ocn- 
traband of war bein + of coarua orcluied, 

Under these sonditions their trade will not be 
interfered with if ‘the commandera of the 
‘blookading vessels conaidar that po inconveni- 
ence will resalt. , * 

An absuluto oxception will always be made in 
the onse of Chinese vessels or foroirn vosaols 
which have a single Chinese on board.
